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The Chemische Werke Buna, at Schkopau, fell short in production, of carbide during 


July_1953 with the result that the rubber plant and the alcohol division were 


unable to operate part of the time. There were frequent power interruptions which 


daused stoppages of production. The transformers hed to be shut off at times. 
because of the sharp drops in the, voltage. 


In spite of these difficulties, 18,000 kilos of Nitropendan were produced end 
ghipped off to the USER. Auring the month, and 25,000 kilos of phosphorus 
were menufactured. The production of ichlordtethylsulphite was about 10,000 
kilos higher then of phosphorus. The production of potassium cyanide (Cyenkalt) 


runs currently about 8,000 kilos. . :
